OHICAGO, Oct. 13.—Having pulled

Governor Presents F’ederal Con- 
trol Plan in Speech at 
Farmington.

Oglesby Invades Home of Oppo- 
nent for Railroad Com- 
missionerspips

FARMINGTON, Mo., Oct. 15.—Gov. 
Folk, in a political speech here this 
afternoon, explained to a large crowd 
of voters of St. Francois County his 
position on the subject of Government 
ownership of railroads. 

The Governor favors Federal supervi- 
sion and abs»lute control by the Federal 
Jovernment of railroads, like the pres- 
ent control of the management of na- 


tional banks. 

“A city or town is a business cor- 
poration, and all the municipalities of 
the State should have the power to pur- 
chase, own and operate any public util- 
ity whenever they see fit to do so,’’ said 


the Governor. 

“Whether municipal ownership is 
wise or not depends upon conditions in 
each particular case. In some instances 
it is manifestly the proper thing. In 
others, owing to different circumstances, 
it might be unwise. 

“The need of more strict laws in the 
State and nation for control of public 
service corporations is manifest. If 
there were a comptroller of railroads, 
appointed by the President, subject to 
removal at pleasure, with absolute 
power ‘to suspend directors or off'cials 
of interstate railroads violating the 
law, to appoint receivers to take charge 
of the road until its operators could fur- 
nish sufficient guarahtee of gmore_ re- 
sponsible management, the result should 
be to remedy evils now existing in rail- 
road affairs. 

Could Revoke Licenses. 


‘In other words, give the comptroller 
of railroads the power over railroads 
that the Federal Government now exer- 
cises, through the Comptroller of the 
Currency, eover national banks. The 
Federal Government can require a li- 
cense from interstate railroads, subject 
té revocation by the comptroller. What 
is needed is more plenary power in 
some official to correct abuses in raij- 
road matters, as in the case of banks. 
In the Federal .Government as in the 
State Government, it is a great deal 
easier to enact laws than it is to en- 
force them, and the need, more than any- 
thing else, is for more enforcement of 
law and more power to enforce the 
law.”’ 

This speech was the first attempt 
to explain in detail his views of the 

roper solution of the railroad prob- 
em. He stated while in New York 
that he did not favor ownership by 
State and Federal Governments, as 
advocated by William J. Bryan in his 
New York speech. 

The remainder of the Governor's ad- 
dress dealt with the history of bood- 
ling in Missouri, good roads,’ the 
tariff, the closing of saloons on Sun- 
day, and a recount of the measures 
passed by the last Legislature. 

Gov. Folk reached here at noon 
from Capé Girardeau, where he spoke 
last night to the largest crowd of 
the present tour of the State. The 
Governor left Sikeston yesterday 
afternoon on the Bryan special, and 
with Mr. Bryan addressed several 
crowds between Sikeston and Cape 
Girardeau. 


Swaps Bouquets with Bryan. 


At Cape Girardeau, which is now 
holding its centennial celebration, 
Gov. Folk introduced Mr. Bryan. In 
his introductory’ address the Gover- 
nor referred to Mr. Bryan as the 
choice of the Democrats of the coun- 
try for President. Mr. Bryan re- 
turned the compliment by referring 
to Gov. Folk as the representative of 


true Democracy, and said that since 
being Governor he had upheld Dem- 
Ocratic principles and had followed 
the Democratic doctrine of law en- 
forcement. Bryan spoke to about 
-0,000 persons in the Fair Grounds. 

In the evening Gov. Folk spoke 
from the court house steps to a crowd 
Of several thousand. It was not only 
the largest but the most enthusiastic 
audience he has had. 

Mr. Bryan is acocmpanied on his 
Special train by Rube Oglesby, Dem- 
Ocratic candidate for Railroad Com- 
suasioner, and Judge Woodson, can- 
create for Supreme Judge. Oglesby 
's making a very vigorous campaign,

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ABOLISH THE GRADE CROSSINGS. 

The dickering and delay in the effort of the Board 
of Public Improyements to abolish the grade cross- 
ings is not satisfactory to the people, whose lives 
are endangered by the grade crossings on a number 
of thoroughfares. 

The railroads are trying to drive a hard bargain 
with the city. They are trying to force the city to 
bear the bulk of the expense and are using their 
influence in the Municipal Assembly to obstruct the 
plans for the abolition of the grade crossings. The 
best offer that has been received from the railroads 
is that they shall bear one-half the cost of the 
physical change, and that the city shall take the 
responsibility for damages, which meang that with 
all the city’s concessions t» the ra'lroads amounting 
in the aggregate to enormous values, the city must 
bedr the bulk of the expense of protecting the pub- 
lic from the railroads, which is grossly unjust. 

The city authorities should take matters in their 
own hands and assert both the right and the power 
of the municipality. The city has the power to com- 
pel the railroads to assure the safety of the public 
on public thoroughfares, which the railroads cross. 
Many cities, notably Chicago, have forced the rail- 
roads to abolish grade crossings at their own ex- 
pense. St. Louis can do this if a proper effort is 
made, and every effort should be exercised if the 
railroads continue to be unreasonable and to delay 
measures necessary to the protection of life and 
limb within the city limits.

be railroads must have ends as well as middles and

If St. Louis terminals are “railroads,” engaged in 
interstate commerce, then there is a new law to 
reguiate their rates, and this new law is supposably 
passed to be enforced to protect the public, lnetading 
the St. Louis public. 

Bearing on the point, Mr. Robert M. Fraser, 
“chairman of the Eastbound Freight Committee,” 
admits when questioned in proper legal form by the 
United States Government, that the Terminal As- 
sociation is a member of the Eastbound Freight 
Committee, composed of the Terminal Association, 
the Baltimore & Ohio, the Chicago & Alton, the Big 
Four, the Illinois Central and a number of other 
well-known companies, all admitted to be railroad 
companies, and confessing openly that from their 
beginnings to their ends, they are engaged as com- 
mon carriers in the useful and honorable work of 
interstate commerce. 

That being the case, the United States Govern- 
ment has already learned enough of the interstate 
commerce of St. Louis to be able to decide the ques- 
tion of whether a railroad which openly admits that 
it has a middle, becomes legally or illegally end- 
less by combining with another railroad for common 
ends—that is to say for using the same terminals in 
combination to control the interstate commerce of 
St. Louis.

DISEASE AND REMEDY. 
When ex-Boss Butler is glad to be out of St. Louis 
politics beeause he does not wish to be “mixed up 
with thieves, liars and all-round crooks,” it shows 
he has taken the only way left his to develop the 
good his friends always asserted he had in him.

A PUBLIC PROTEST. 
The current number of Harper’s Weekly publishes 
an admirable photographic illustration of the ad- 
mirable statue of Washington which was recéntly 
unveiled in Brooklyn. Even when seen only in a 
photographic engraving it shows as one of the no- 
blest public monuments of the country. 
Its importance as a work of art is something, but 
this is small compared to its importance as a monu- 
ment to principle, a public protest against public 
abuse. 
When James R. Howe was elected Register of 
Brooklyn, he was opposed on principle to the law 
under which the pay of such offices is made to de- 
pend on the fee system. He held the system respon- 
sible for the worst abuses, as it tempts office-holders 
to use their authority to increase their own profits. 
Instead of pocketing the legal fees of the place 
and forgetting his principle, he put aside the fees as 
not rightfully his and used the fund of $50,000 thus 
accumulated for the statue of Washington, which 
stands now not as his gift to Brooklyn but as his 
public protest against abuse he could not correct. 
This is one method by which a reformer can “go 
on record.” Another method, much more common, is 
to protest against the “system” for conscience’s 
sake, and to take all the law will allow in the way 
of profits out of it, on the ground that the public 
ought to suffer for tolerating it. 

This sort of thing may help to endow colleges and 
libraries when the profits grow large enough, but 
the “ideal statue of Washington” in Brooklyn stands 
for an ideal that one man “made good for” when he 
stood face to face with one man’s responsibility.

That is a queer fact when you con- 
sider that Pierre Loti wrote it, and yet haven't all his novels presented prob- 
lems? However, this is a new sort of question. 

There are in Turkey, we are told, many women who have been brought 
to a high state of culture through German and French instructors. They know 
languages and music! they read deeply in novels and philosophies. They 
know the world outside Trukey as we know it and know all that we know 
and all that we call modern thought. Their fathers encourage them to 
learn by providing the best women teachers available, and these same fa- 
thers restrict them to the traditional harem life. They are married to the 
man their elders select, notwithstanding a certain formality of consent. Thev 
are not permitted to associate with men, and hence have no opportunity to 
make a rea] choice. They are watched, guarded, circumscribed like slaves. 

A Turkish girl writes a letter of appreciation to a French novelist. who 
might be Loti, although he says in a prefatory note that the incidents are 
all imaginary. Subsequently he meets her with two cousins. He is con- 
nected with the French embassy in Turkey, and the meetings are arranged 
with great secrecy and accompanied with much danger. She and her cou- 
sins and other Turkish women whom they bring to the conferences urge him 
to write a novel presenting to the world their sad lot, disenchanted odalisques, 
mentally emancipated, physically restricted to the’ customs of the old woman 
slavery.

Vitally Necessary, He Said, to 
Get Supply From City 
Cut Off. 


Arguments are to be heard Monday in 
the injunction cases brought by resi- 
dents of St. Louis County to restrain the 
City of St. Louls from cutting off their 
Water supply, testimony in which has 
been given for three days before Judges 
Hough, Withrow and Reynolds. 

J. H. Bothwell, president, and John 
KF. Lee, first vice-president of the West 
St. Louis Water and Light Co., testified 
unreservedly Friday afternoon as to the 
negotiations with city officials which led 
up to the serving notice on county users 
of city water tha® they were to be cut 





off. 

Bothwell said that he felt that, if the 
city was to continue furnishing water to 
county consumers, the county company 
might as well go into bankruptcy. 

Mr. Lee told of the company having 
paid $300 to the Water Department to 
appease the wrath of department offi- 
cialis over the action of the county com- 
pany in accepting as customers con- 
sumers who were in debt to the city. 

Mr. Bothwell testified that Thomas H. 
Francis,- brother of Francis, is 
second vice-president of the company. 

Certain testimony given by him rela- 
tive to the absorption of small compa- 
nies in the county which had been buy- 
ing water from the city at meter rates 
and retailing it to residents was called 
to the attention of Assistant Attorney- 
General Gentry by Joseph C. McAtee, 
ene of the attorneys for the county pe- 
titioners, who are seeking to have the 
city restrained from cutting off their 
supply. Mr. McAtee thinks quo war- 
ranto proceedings are justified under the 
laws regulating pools and trusts.

When asked 
if it was used at the club for drinking 
purposes, he said he did not know. ‘‘It 
may be that they do not drink water 
out there,’’ he said. ‘“‘They may drink 
nothing but champagne.” 

He gave it as his judgment that the 
county residents had paid too much for 
having pipes laid from their residences 
to city mains. ‘‘Even a plumber would 
not charge as much,’ he said, “as 
some of them claim to have paid.’ 

Water Commissioner Adkins testified 
to the ease with which the city could 
supply the residents near the city lim- 
its, but said that the pressure was not 
strong enough to supply all parts of 
St. Louis County.
